Time to 
'cut steel’ 


Shipbuilding contract. 

Canada's top soldier 
says now is the time to 
move on federal deal 


Canada’s top soldier says it’s 
time to get die lead out on the 
$35-billion federal shipbuilding 
contract, just as defence ana¬ 
lysts warn that belt-tightening 
in Ottawa could further delay 
delivery of the countiy’s next 
fleet of combat ships. 

Gen. Walter Natynczylc said 
the navy is his greatest concern 
when it comes to modernizing 
the militaiy, and finalizing the 
shipbuilding deal would be 
vital in ensuring that Canada’s 
aging vessels are replaced. 

“The National Shipbuild¬ 
ing Strategy is a huge leap in 
progress,” Natynczylc said at 
the Royal Canadian Legion 
convention in Halifax on Tues¬ 
day. 

“But we need to start cut¬ 
ting steel.” 

Natynczylc said the Arctic 
offshore-patrol ships, the first 
vessels to be constructed under 
the deal, are key to the future 
of Canada’s maritime security. 
But federal budget documents 
tabled this spring show that 
they are being delayed, with 


the first 
vessel not 
expected 
to arrive 
until 2018 
— three 
years after 
initially 
promised 
— and it won’t be fully oper¬ 
ational until 2023. 

“I’ve learned that over 
time it’s actually easier buy¬ 
ing aircraft and easier buying 
combat vehicles than it is to 
get ships moving because you 
have to build ships,” the chief 
of defence staff said after his 
speech. 

His comments come as 
some defence analysts say the 
shipbuilding contracts in Hali¬ 
fax and Vancouver could be 
further delayed because of fed¬ 
eral budget restraint. 

Steven Staples, a defence 
analyst and president of the 
Rideau Institute, said it’s very 
early in the procurement pro¬ 
cess and, since no money has 
actually been spent yet, the 
multibillion-dollar figure will 
likely change. 

“We still don’t know how 
many ships will be built, what 
they’ll actually look like or 
how much they’re going to 
cost,” he said.

Look into 
plastics ban: 
Councillor 



Dawn Sloane metro 


Downtown Coun. Dawn 
Sloane said at Halifax 
Regional Council Tuesday 
that she’d like to receive 
more information on a pos¬ 
sible plastics ban for the 
municipality. 

But some council¬ 
lors already appear to be 
lining up in opposition of 
the idea. Toronto council 
banned plastic bags last 
week. 

Sloane informed council 
she’ll request a staff report 
examining the use of 
plastics — including bags 
and the film common in 
packaging food and other 
goods — at the next coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

“I just want a study 
done ... and then for us 
to look at whether or not 
a ban would be advanta¬ 
geous,” Sloane said after 
the meeting. 

Sloane said that, since 
she first floated the idea, 
she’s been contacted by the 
Plastics Council of Canada 
and the Retail Council of 
Canada on the issue. 

Timberlea-Prospect 
Coun. Reg Rankin opposed 
Sloane’s motion, saying 
council should have waived 
its normal rules and de¬ 
bated the issue Tuesday. 

After the council meet¬ 
ing, Rankin accused Sloane 
of “posturing” in advance 
of this October’s municipal 
election. Rankin noted 
a comprehensive study 
of how the municipality 
handles waste is currently 
being conducted. 

Council will debate the 
issue next Tuesday.

The Halifax Regional Munici¬ 
pality is unfair and “failed the 
public” in the sale of a surplus 
north-end school, argued law¬ 
yer Ron Pink in court Tuesday. 

It was the first of two days 
of a judicial review at the 
Nova Scotia Supreme Court 
looking into the sale of the 
St. Patrick’s-Alexandra school 
property. Pink represents the

Association, Mi’kmaq Native 
Friendship Society and Richard 
Preston Centre for Excellence 
Society. These groups feel they 
didn’t get an opportunity to 
consult and submit a proposal. 

HRM not only went against 
its policy, but also against its 
charter, Pink told the court. 

“Council breached its duty 
of fairness,” he said. 

HRM’s charter states the 
municipality can only sell 
below market value to non¬ 


profit groups. Pink said the 
property was appraised at $4.3 
million. Pink said Jono submit¬ 
ted a sliding offer of $3 million 
to $4.75 million with a develop¬ 
ment agreement of $3 million 
to $4 million for the property 
as is, without a development 
agreement in place. The deal 
was set at $3 million. 

“Nobody can win against a 
for-profit when a for-profit is 
paying real dollars,” Pink said, 
adding the community group’s 


benefit is social capital. 

“It wasn’t a fair fight.” 

Council voted to sell the 
property to Jono Developments 
in December but rescinded the 
motion in January after public 
outciy and questions about 
HRM not following its own 
policy on public consultation 
when selling surplus schools. 

“I say council knew they 
were wrong,” Pink said. 

After a staff report ex¬ 
plaining that although HRM 
didn’t follow policy in the fol¬ 
lowing weeks, it did follow 
long-standing practice, council 
changed its mind and approved 
the sale to Jono. 

“They set the table but they 
didn’t want to sit at that table 
and sit somewhere else. That’s 
a problem,” Pink said.

The Halifax Regional Munici¬ 
pality’s newest mayoral candi¬ 
date is hoping voters will look 
beyond his troubled past in 
this fall’s election. 

Vince Hall, a former Cape 
Breton councillor, who formal¬ 
ly announced his candidacy 
on Tuesday, has two impaired- 


driving convictions on his rec¬ 
ord — one in 2001 and another 
in 2007. 

But Hall, 43, insists he is a 
changed man. “I acknowledge 
that I made mistakes in my 
past life,” he said. “I was deal¬ 
ing with some personal issues, 
made some stupid choices and 
paid dearly for it. I accepted 
responsibility and made chan¬ 
ges in my life and moved on. I 


would hope that the majority 
of people would accept that 
and focus on the issues and 
ideas that I’m bringing for¬ 
ward.” 

Hall is running on a plat¬ 
form based in part on a propos¬ 
al to split up HRM into urban 
and rural municipalities. He 
said he has been a critic of 
amalgamation since it went 
into effect in 1996 and wants 


a referendum on the subject to 
be on the October ballot. 

“The current model of gov¬ 
ernment isn’t working,” he 
said. “Rural areas feel left out, 
suburban big-box sprawl has 
hollowed out our downtown 
cores and taxes are too high.” 

He also outlined his plans 
to hold a core-services review 
of the municipality, divert 
more resources to police to 
address violent crime and rein 
in electricity, fuel and school- 
tuition costs. 

In addition to his two con¬ 
victions, Hall was criticized for 
missing several meetings in 
2007 as councillor in Cape Bre¬ 
ton while teaching part-time in 
Halifax.

Blaze at vacant home 
considered suspicious

An investigation is underway 
into a blaze that brought 
down a vacant home in East 
Preston on Tuesday. 

The windows of the house 
on Upper Partridge River Road 
had been boarded up, the 


power had been turned off 
and there was no indication 
that anyone had been living 
inside, said Halifax Regional 
Fire and Emergency Platoon 
Chief Paul Hopkins. 

A cause for the blaze has 
yet to be determined, but 
Hopkins described the situa¬ 
tion as “suspicious.” 

He said investigators 
would have to consider ar¬ 
son a possibility, as no other 
source of ignition could be 
immediately identified. 

Neighbors started calling 
the fire department around 
2:30 p.m. after they saw 
smoke coming from the roof 
of the house. Soon after, Hop¬ 


kins said the flames reached 
20 feet into the air before the 
roof collapsed. 

Vehicles and about 20 per¬ 
sonnel from neighboring de¬ 
partments were called to the 
scene to help battle the blaze. 

Hopkins said that, as a 
precaution, firefighters ap¬ 
proached the situation as if 
someone were inside. They 
soon realized that the build¬ 
ing had long been empty. 

Hopkins also said the de¬ 
partment opted for a slower, 
safer “defensive” approach 
and doused the flames from 
the outside. 

“With vacant homes, the 
challenge is the unknown,”

Patients asked to have blood retested 


Medical staff in Nova Sco¬ 
tia are encouraging more 
than 350 people to have 
their blood retested after lab 
equipment malfunctioned 
last week at a hospital in 
Truro. 

The Colchester Regional 
Hospital says results from 
tests run from June 4 to 6 
may be inaccurate after one 
of its two chemistry analyz¬ 


ers broke down. 

The hospital tests roughly 
140 samples per day using 
the machines. 

But Manoj Vohra, vice- 
president of medicine at Col¬ 
chester East Hants Health Au¬ 
thority, says there’s no way 
of knowing precisely how 
many results are incorrect. 

Vohra apologized for the 
malfunction. 


“While the malfunction 
may have resulted in only a 
small number of inaccurate 
results, the fact is we can’t 
be certain about results for 
this period of time, and we 
are erring on this side of cau¬ 
tion,” Vohra said in a state¬ 
ment Tuesday.

Speculation about potential 
cuts to VIA Rail’s Halifax-to- 
Montreal route has led to the 
creation of an online petition 
seeking public support for 
the service. 

“As I am sure you are 
aware, over the past couple 
of weeks rumours have been 
circulating in the media re¬ 
garding proposed cuts to VIA 
Rail Canada,” said an employ¬ 
ee who works on board VIA’s 
ocean run. 

“It’s just basically to create 
public awareness that this is 
what is being speculated to 
happen,” the employee, who 
asked not to be identified for 
job-security reasons, said of 
the petition. 

The petition can be found 
at ipetitions.com/petition/stop- 


cuts-to-via-rail-canada. 

The speculation, which 
began following reports of 
anticipated cuts during a re¬ 
cent VIA Rail annual general 
meeting, is that the service 
between Halifax and Mont¬ 
real stands to be reduced 
from six days per week to 
three in the off-season. 

A union spokesperson 
could not be immediately 
reached for comment, but 
the employee, who spoke 
with the Truro Daily News, 
said rumours have led to feel¬ 
ings of “insecurity” among 
employees over whether job 
cuts could occur if the run is 
reduced. 

“It’s been really sombre. 
The morale is quite low be¬ 
cause no one is willing to give 


answers, you know, to con¬ 
firm or deny the rumours,” 
the person said. 

Malcolm Andrews, VIA’s 
senior manager of media and 
community relations, said the 
company does not “comment 
on rumours” and he could 
not provide any information 
about any pending cuts to the 
service in question. 

“But I can say VIA Rail 
regularly reviews its oper¬ 
ations to ensure that they 
are appropriate and that they 
meet evolving market de¬ 
mand,” he said. 

Such reviews, which An¬ 
drews said are ongoing, can 
sometimes result in adjust¬ 
ments to fares, services, 
schedules and so on.

Harsh law. Lawyers 
all set to challenge Bill 
78, but has it already 
backfired on 
the government? 


Lawyers were heading to 
court Tuesday to challenge 
a controversial Quebec law 
brought in to deal with stu¬ 
dent protests. 

The government intro¬ 
duced the law as a way to cool 
down the heated protests. 

But it may have backfired, 
as protests have grown larger. 

Nearly 20 lawyers repre¬ 
senting student federations 
and other groups are trying 


to get parts of the law tem¬ 
porarily suspended until they 
can argue the merits. 

Bill 78 came into force in 
mid-May. 

The legal motion being 
heard in court is one of two 
challenging the emergency 
law. The second is to have Bill 
78 declared invalid altogether 
and it will be heard at a later 
date. 

The law lays out rules for 
demonstrations, such as or¬ 
dering assemblies of more 
than 50 people to give eight 
hours’ notice of the protest 
route and the estimated dur¬ 
ation of the event. It also sets 
hefty fines for people who 
contravene the law.

Dingo really 
did take baby, 
says coroner 


Mystery. It took four 
inquests, 32 years to 
clear mother accused 
of killing her own baby 


Australians have overwhelm¬ 
ingly welcomed the final 
chapter of a mysteiy that has 
captivated the country for 32 
years: Did a dingo really take 
a baby that vanished from an 
Outback campsite in 1980? 

A country that was once 
bitterly divided on whether 
baby Azaria Chamberlain 
had been dragged away by a 
wild dog or murdered by her 
mother now largely agrees 
that the parents deserve the 
vindication a coroner’s court 
provided Tuesday. 

A day after Azaria Cham¬ 
berlain would have turned 32, 
a coroner found that a dingo 
had taken her as a nine-week- 
old baby from a tent near Ay¬ 
ers Rock, the red monolith 
now known as Uluru. That is 
what her parents had main¬ 
tained from the beginning. 

The eyes of Lindy Cham- 
berlain-Creighton and her 
ex-husband, Michael Cham¬ 



berlain, welled with tears 
as the findings of the fourth 
inquest into their daughter’s 
disappearance were broad¬ 
cast from a courtroom in the 
northern city of Darwin to 
televisions around Australia. 

The case became famous 
internationally through the 
1988 Meryl Streep movie A 
Cry in the Dark. 

Many Australians initially 
did not believe that a dingo 
was strong enough to take 
away the baby. Public opinion 
swayed harshly against the 
couple; some even spat on 
Chamberlain-Creighton and 
howled like dingoes outside 
her house.

Kala Hussain, 50, died from a 
stomach wound, and two other 
Rohingyas are being treated for 
bullet wounds, said Anisur Rah¬ 
man, a doctor at Chittagong 
Medical College Hospital.

Isabella Kruger was injured 
on New Year’s Eve when a con¬ 


tainer of fire-lighting fluid ex¬ 
ploded. 

Mia and his team used 
enough cloned skin during the 
surgery to cover a placemat 
and stapled it in pieces onto 
Isabella’s wounds. On her face, 
doctors used absorbent stitch 


material instead of staples. The 
new skin had been created by 
cloning two samples of skin 
taken from one of the few 
parts of Isabella’s body to es¬ 
cape injury thanks to a diaper 
she was wearing at the time of

It was just a world 
I was familiar with and was 
comfortable writing about.” 

Winter was an executive 
producer for The Sopranos 
and wrote 25 episodes over 
the HBO series six-year run. 

“I was just finishing up on 
the Sopranos — HBO gave me 
the book and said why don’t 
you read this to see if you 
think there might be a TV 
series in here and by the way 
Martin Scorsese is attached to 
this thing,” he said.

Most employees cling to 
beliefs about workplace 
rights they gleaned from 
media, friends or research¬ 
ing online. 

But many of these “per¬ 
ceived” rights often do not 
exist. 

Here are some of my fa¬ 
vourite misconceptions: 

Discrimination means 
unequal treatment 

It is not discrimination 
if you are simply treated 
unfairly or differently. 
Discrimination laws only 
protect differential treat¬ 
ment based on a defined 
set of personal charac¬ 
teristics, such as age, 
race, gender or disability. 
Employees can be treated 
differently based on any 
other grounds, without 
any form of legal protec¬ 
tion. 

Similarly, there is no 
legal requirement that 
promotions or bonuses be 
assessed fairly. 

An employer may de¬ 
cide, often arbitrarily, who 
it wishes to promote and 
how it will compensate its 
employees. It is entitled to 
show favouritism, as long 
as its decision is not based 
on personal characteris¬ 
tics, such as race, religion 
or gender. 


An employee is entitled 
to overtime pay for any 
additional hours worked. 

Unless an employment 
contract states otherwise, 
overtime pay is only 
required for hours worked 
in excess of the statutory 
standards, which vary 
among provinces. Many 
employees do not realize 
that they can be required 
to work for longer than 
nine to five, without an 
entitlement to overtime 

pay. 

There is a right to sick 
leave 

There is no statutory or 
legal requirement to pro¬ 
vide employees with paid 
time off from work due 
to an illness. Although 
many employers have 
policies that do provide a 
few days’ sick leave each 
year, it is not because they 
are compelled to do so. 
Without such a policy, if 
an employee is off work 
and sick, she need not be 
paid for that time. 

If I work through lunch, I 
can leave work early 

This is one of my favourite 
misconceptions. Employ¬ 
ees often believe they 
can make up lost time or 
“trade” a break or lunch 
for an early departure. 
However, most provin¬ 
cial employment stan¬ 
dards laws require that 
a 30-minute lunch be 
taken, at least, every five 
hours. Therefore, even if 
an employer were to agree 
to such a “trade” (and few 
would do so), it would still 
be illegal.

Move on over cedar plank, 
pineapple bark is coming 
::or that top grilling spot 



Using pineapple bark in the 
same way you would use a 
cedar plank to grill, infuses 
the meat with a delicate 
sweetness, and keeps it moist 
and juicy. The enzymes in the 
pineapple also help to tender¬ 
ize the meat. 

1. Carefully cut off the top 
and bottom of the pineapple. 
These can be discarded. Stand 
the pineapple upright. Cut the 
skin off the pineapple, remov¬ 
ing it in 6 long strips. To do 
this, begin cutting at the top of 
the fruit and slice downward, 
letting the knife follow the 
curve of the fruit. Leave about 
1/2 inch of flesh on each strip 
of skin. Rotate the fruit and re¬ 
peat. Set aside. 

2 . Place each chicken breast 
between sheets of plastic wrap 
and use a meat mallet to pound 
to an even 1/2 inch thickness. 
Season each on both sides with 
salt, pepper, cumin and cay-

enne. Lay each piece of chicken 
over the cut side of one of the 
slices of pineapple skin. Set a 
second strip of pineapple skin, 
cut side down, on top. Use 
kitchen twine to tie the bun¬ 
dles to hold them together. Re¬ 
frigerate the chicken bundles 
for about 30 minutes. 

3 . When ready to cook, heat 
one side of the grill to high, the 
other side to low. 


4 . Meanwhile, cut the skinned 
pineapple (the flesh) into thick 
circles. Use a small round cook¬ 
ie or biscuit cutter (or a paring 
knife) to cut out and discard the 
core from each round. 

5 . When grill is hot, arrange 
chicken bundles on the cooler 
side of the grill. Cook for 15 
minutes per side, or until the 
chicken reaches 165 F at the 
centre. During the final 10 min¬ 
utes, add the pineapple rings 


and cook for 5 minutes per side. 

6 . Guacamole: In bowl com¬ 
bine red onion, jalapeno, avo¬ 
cados, lime juice and cilantro. 
Gently mix then season with 
salt and pepper. 

7 . To serve, place one chicken 
bundle on each plate. Set a 
grilled pineapple ring next to 
it, spoon some guacamole into 
centre of and over pineapple

The Halifax Mooseheads 
have scrapped their popular 
intra-squad games at train¬ 
ing camp. 

The Mooseheads will 
kick off the 2012-13 season 
on Thursday, Aug. 16 with a 
two-day rookie camp at Cole 
Harbour Place followed by a 
home-and-home exhibition 
series with the Cape Breton 
Screaming Eagles that Sat¬ 
urday and Sunday. Veterans 
won’t report until Monday, 
Aug. 20. 

Mooseheads general man¬ 
ager Cam Russell said the 
later start date of the QMJHL 
season — Sept. 20 — played 
a part in the decision. 

“You’re always trying to 
please the fans — they’re 
the ones who support you — 
but our camp is two weeks 
longer this year than it usu¬ 
ally is,” he said. “We didn’t 
want to bring our veterans 
in too early ... and we’re not 


going to have enough play¬ 
ers to do intra-squad games 
those first two days.” 

Intra-squad games have 
been a long-standing trad¬ 
ition for the Mooseheads, 
with fans taking advantage 
of free admission to pack 
the stands at Cole Harbour 
Place. 

The Mooseheads have 
held either four-on-four 
or five-on-five intra-squad 
games for the past six years. 
In 2004 and 2005, they 
dropped down to three-on- 
three. 

Russell said he and head 
coach Dominique Ducharme 
are expecting as many as 30 
rookies from Aug 16 to 19, 
with one practice Thursday 
night and two practices on 
Friday.

Poland fights back to keep 
hope of advancing alive 



Euro 2012. Polish 
defence largely 
muzzled Russian attack 


Alan Dzagoev scored his third 
goal of the European Cham¬ 
pionship and Jalcub Blaszczy¬ 
kowski equalized in the second 
half as Russia and Poland drew 
1-1 Tuesday. 

The match was marred be¬ 
fore kickoff by fighting between 
hooligans from both countries, 
leaving several people injured 
as thousands of Russian fans 
marched to celebrate the Rus¬ 
sia Day national holiday.

For Subaru, the BRZ be¬ 
comes the exception to its all¬ 
wheel-drive, all-the-time rule. 
For Toyota’s Scion division, 
the identical FR-S is the flag¬ 
ship model that the brand has 


needed from the start. 

It’s unusual for two com¬ 
peting automakers (although 
Toyota does own a small piece 
of Subaru) to launch closely 
similar products, but not en¬ 
tirely unheard of. But in the 
case of specialty vehicles — 
2+2 sport coupes, for example 
— that sell in limited quanti¬ 
ties, it’s a bit surprising, but ul¬ 


timately great for buyers who 
could initiate a dealership dog¬ 
fight in their attempts to score 
the best deal. 

Scion, with its more prolific 
dealer network, should eas¬ 
ily move its fair share of FR-S 
metal. FR-S stands for front- 
engine, rear-wheel-drive sport. 
And what impressive metal 
it is. The coupe’s long-hood, 


short-declc proportions are 
right on the money and the low 
hood, muscular fenders and 
curvy roofline give it a poised, 
gimmick-free appearance. 

The FR-S represents the 
kind of breakout styling that 
the rest of the Toyota fleet 
should emulate. 

The interior design also 
carries the Toyota stamp of 


approval, with big round dials 
flanked by even bigger round 
air vents. 

With a road-ready starting 
price of $27,500, the Scion-Sub- 
aru FR-S offspring is all about 
inexpensive fun. Remember 
what that was like? 

No? It’s about time, then, 
that Toyota and Subaru got 
together.

The Trans-Canada Highway, 
which turns 50-years old this 
year, is almost too Canadian, 
like someone was working 
with a checklist, trying to jam 
as many Canadian-isms into 
one entity as possible. 

Like, is it big? It’s gotta be 
big, right? 

Well, how about, one of the 
world’s longest national 
roads? This shouldn’t be too 
surprising. One thing this coun¬ 
try is not short on is width. 

When it was completed in 
1962, it encompassed 4,860 
miles (7,776 km). Over the 
years, several more routes were 
added, so its even longer today 
(8,000 plus). 

Did we have enough feder¬ 
al-provincial bickering? 

Absolutely. 

“From the very beginning, 
the feds and the provinces 


were bickering about who 
would pay, how much they 
would pay, where the route 
would go. This all made it a 
very typical Canada project,” 
says Daniel Francis, author of 
the beautiful book, Road for 
Canada, The Illustrated Story 
of the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way. 

Enough battling with 
beautiful and cruel nature? 

Besides the political hurdles, 
there were obviously also 
very, real natural ones. Like 
really big, mountains. Several 


of the major mountain roads 
in B.C., like the Big Bend 
Highway that links Golden 
with Revelstolce, were com¬ 
pleted as “make work” pro¬ 
jects during the 1930s. 

But the last gap to be closed 
was a mosquito-infested stretch 
around Lake Superior, which 
actually became known as “The 
Gap.” A paved road through 
there was not competed until 
1960. 

When I asked Francis about 
his favourite scenic stretches, 
he mentioned several — all 
those B.C. mountain passes, 


the Saint John River Valley in 
New Brunswick, the road north 
of Superior — before he meta¬ 
phorically threw his hands up. 

“Well, you could go on 
about the landscape in Canada 
forever ... the road lets you see 
it.” 

Celebrated in typical muted 
Canadian way? 

While construction continued 
until 1971, Prime Minister 
John Diefenbalcer officially 
opened the Trans-Canada on 
Sept. 3,1962, in a screwed up 
ceremony on the Rogers Pass, 


in B.C.. The sound system 
didn’t work. The musicians 
were late. Speeches went on 
and on and on. 

And while we’ve come to 
love our big highway, Francis 
notes it pales in myth-making 
capacity when compared to the 
first railway to cross the coun¬ 
try- 

“Unlike the railway, which 
was built very quickly, in a 
very specific period of time, the 
highway build spread out over 
many years. It was also a pro¬ 
ject that was made up of other 
roads, which already existed.” 



Also hurting its status as a 
topic for folk singers, is that it 
has evolved over the years to 
become more a system of get¬ 
ting across the country, than 
one magical, all-encompassing 
East-West route. 

But there is lots of magic 
in that road (or system). Every 
Canadian dreams of hitting 
the highway and seeing the 
country at some point in their 
lives, and every Canadian can 
immediately picture Terry Fox 
and Rick Hansen on that high¬ 
way, and when one does that, 
it’s not hard to feel pride in be¬ 
ing a Canadian. 

Notes Francis: “It does seem 
that when we have an import¬ 
ant statement to make, or some 
drama to enact, the highway 
tends to be the place where we 
do it.”
